The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 12 is either 
anticipated by or obvious over JP 2003-193413 A (Y reference from Int'l PCT Search 
Report), JP 10-166330 (Y reference from Int'l PCT Search Report), Pye et al. (US 
2001/0052307 A1 or 09/818,757), or Ogawa (JP 020022421 18 A abstract). 

All of the references above teach adding carbon powder to cement for use in 
mortar or concrete. The use of carbon as a conduction agent in cement is old in the art 
as shown by these references. Further, for the references that do not teach an 
electrode, it is notoriously known in the art that "rebar", the metal bar running through 
concrete on both sides of the concrete formed panel (e.g. road applications it can be 
seen routinely when roads are being fixed the rebar running through the concrete) read 
upon the "electrodes". Rebar is a metal and capable of conducting electricity upon the 
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application of a current and is conventionally found in concrete especially in road 
construction and in buildings as well. Applicants do not claim a power source so rebar 
itself can meet the limitations of an electrode. Please refer to abstracts and claims for all 
instant references above. Accordingly, the cement body provides no special technical 
contribution in the art and thus restriction is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
